Ihave too much Reafon not to fear the 
like Cenfure here, where the only Evil, that 
can poifon or any ways obttruét the Benefit 
of the general Union, has already been at- 
tempted, and this is toraife a mutual Di- 
ftruft between the two Nations; and the 
firft Step to this is to raife a Diftruft be- 
tween the Kirk of Scotland, and the Diffent- 
ersin England. 

Before I come to the Particulars of this, 
I fhall take the Liberty here, as I havedone 
mere at large there, to {peak of the thing in 
general. 

Thro’ innumerable Difficulties, jarring of 
Parties, fome realand more imaginary Di

ftances fo many, the Foundation (0 firm, 
the Duration e lating, the Scale of Ad- 
vantages fo equal, that I:fee no room to 
doubt the happy Iffue, if our own infected 
Jealoufies do not.taint the-wholefom and re- 
viving Cordial, that both may reap from it, 

The Profpeé of Happinefs, which both 
fides, abftraéted from their Fears, Suggefti- 
ons and unhappy Niceties, really have bes 
fore them, deferves a longer Account than 
can be given here 3 -and if-[live to fee any 
of the Succeffes, which Texpeét from ity the 
unthankful Wretches in both Kiagdoms, 
who have fo vigoroufly oppos’d the Felicity 
of their Country, fhal! not fail-to know it, 
and be reminded of the Bleifings they 
would have. rébb’d the two Nations of, by 
their Folly and Obftinacy. 

Yn the mean time, Providence, that re- 
ferv'd this Junéture for compleating the 
Happinefs arid Peace of this Part of the 
World, how many wonderful concurring 
Circumftances, what jarring Caufes, what 
illuftrating.Contraries, has it brought into 
the great Chain of this Affair? : 

T have fpent fome time to fearch the 
Conneétion of Events, upon remarkable 
Days and remarkable Tranfaétions in the 
World, and have made fome not unprofita- 
ble Obfervations on that Head. But this is 
faller of Wonders than all the reff. 

¥e The National Animofities, which in all 
farmer Attempts have been invincible Ob- 
flacles, how came they to die at this time, 
in fpite of all the Diligence and Endeavour 
of a ftrocg and a violent Party to revive 
them ° 

What conquer’d the implacable Spirit of 
the two moft violent Extremes in Contra- 
tities in the World, Ari&t Cyalvini/m and 
High-Flying Paflive. Obedience ?. What 
open’d the Eyes of the Church of England 
to fee, that the Diftance between Her and 
the Presbyterian Church-Goverament was 
not fo great as to be inconfiftent ? 

What brought the civil Differences and 
the Religious toa Temper of Agreement, 
where the Priaciples of Government, the 
Conftitutions, the Cuftoms and Manners ot 
the two Nations have been always fo ccn- 
trary?

The whole Force of that 
Kingdom could not have march’d 1500 Men 
Io Miles from Edinburgh, without leaving 
the Court and the Parliament expos’d to 
the Fury of the exafperated Canaile— But 
the Seafon of the Year, the Circumftances 
of the Country, in fhort, Heaven and 
Earth concurr'd in the Event $.and an emi- 
nent Minifter of that Kingdom, who co the 
laft oppos’d the Union, and that with more 
Violence than confifted either with his 
Office or good Manners, has been heard 
fince to acknowledge, he faw the Finger 
of GOD was in it, whether for Mercy or 
Judgment, he would not determine. 

Thus. Heaven makes tivofe that kick as 
gainft the Pricks, go on to fee it is in vain, 
and brings Acknowledgments of his Sove> 
raign Providence, from thofé that oppole, 
. well as thofe that concur with his ‘De: 
igns. 

If I might be allow’d without Flattery to 
add to thel, The Coucurrentce of Inftruments, 
and no Refleétion on any, 1 muft take the 
Liberty to fay; The Choice of Commiffion- 
ers on both fides to treat; the Choice of Par- 
liaments on both fides to ratifie, the Clioice 
of a High-Commiffioner and Council in 
Scotland to manage, and at lait, or rather 
at firft, the QUEEN Her felf to pufh on

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For the Commiffioners ———- Why was 
not the fame Treaty brought to a Head the 


Time before, when Men were named on 
both fides ? ——-—Let no Maa go farther for 


an Anfwer, than fo read the differing Lifts,

Perfons, he might wich {mall Forefight read 
the Fate of the Treaty in the Names of the 


‘Treaters: I fhall not defcend to Satyr upon 


their Methods, their Managements, their 
vifible Tempers ; let the. Matter of Faét 
fpeak for it felf, which I fhall endeavour 
foon to lay before the. World in a true 
Light. 

The two Kingdoms could.not have colleé- 
ed a fmall Number of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, more capable of fini(h. 
ing, more knowing in, more applying 
to, or more fincerely defirous of the Union; 
Icourt no Man’s Favour inthis, nor am I 
going here to write Panegyricks, but the 
Evidence is in the Fa&, and che Circum- 
ftances of both Nations explairrit. 

The Circumftances of the Parliaments on 
both fides, are things, that deferve a Hi- 
ftory—And if 1 live, they fhall have it too— 
Wherein I doubt not to make it appear, 
that, had not all the wonderful ‘Events, 
which hate lately concurr’d,to give England 
the beft Pailiament this Age can remember; 
all the unfurmountable Difficulties, which 
Kike viffonary Mountains made the for- 
mer Attempts of this Kind prove abortive, 
had never been foeafily overcome. 

The Foundation of this Harmony was laid 
in the very Tacking Projeé,the High-Chureb 
Men always do our Work for us. The'Me- 
morial alarm’d the Nation, Liberty wak’d 
out of its Sleep, and the Nation, rous’d by 
the Noife of thefe wild People, fhook them 
off, as a’ Horfe does Flyes——-——Ail thefe 
Circumftances form’d this Crifis; Union is 
the Produce of innumerable Confufions, and 
Meat is come ous of this Eater. 

Tappeal to the common Experience of any 
Reader, if thishad been a Tacking Parlia- 
ment, an Occaftonal-Bill Parliament, if this 


had been a Parliameut, that would have 


peticion’d the QUEEN to'advance the Pre- 
rogative. whether this Union had been pof- 
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fible? No, Gentlemen, all thefe Revolu- 
tions were neceffary to be made, tho” en- 
titely unforefeen in the A@ings, in order to 
bring this great Event to pafs-———. "Tis a 
Birth of Prodigy, it has requir’d more An- 
tecedents, than any Relative | remember in 
the World ; and the long prepar’d Ap- 
pearances of it fhow it to be a peculiar Pe- 
riod of Providences, which no A@ion I 
ever met with in the World, can match, 

What Convulfions did England fuffer to 
obtain this Pahliament ? What Hurry’? 
What Memorials? What Tumults and 
Riots at Coventry, at Norwich, at Honitow, 
almoft every place where the Party retain’d 
any Degree of Vigour ?.—What Bribing, 
Swearing and Forlwearing have we feen, ta 
endeavour to fill the Houfe with a Party, 
that had already-made themfelves obnoxious 
to the Nation ?
